BILLS PASSED IN THE HOUSE.

Mr. Brooks’ bill making it unlawful for any 
person to wear a,Grand Army badge, button, or 
emblem, or to use the same to obtain aid or as- 
sistance thereby from any person, and providing 
a penalty for violation of a fine of from $10 to $50.

MILLS MEETS WITH OPPOSITION, 


Eastern Democrats Afraid to Make Him 
Speaker—His Silver and Tariff Views. 

Wasuineron, D. C., June 8—([Special. ]|— 
Roger Q. Mills has worked north as far as 
Washington in his Speakership campaign. He 
thinks the West and the Southwest are all 
right, but he is uneasy over the outlook in 
New York and New England. The Tammany 
combination is openly out for Crisp, and Mills, 
wants to prevent it from getting the unit rule 
adopted in the New York delegation. He does 
not understand why the New England Demo- 
crates in Congress should be hedging against 
his candidacy. They have patted him on the 
shoulder, told him the tariff-reform leaven 
was working in that section, and he was the 
only true tariff prophet. Now they area little 
scared at putting a free-trader in the Speak- 
er's chair. They also say that Mills’ free sil- 
ver views are a hindrance to their support.

Spring, McMillin, Hatch, 
Bynum, and Breckinridge—are free-silver 
shouters, and the majority in the House will 
not accept a Speaker who is not on record for 
unlimited coinage. Mr. Mills says the third 
party movement will not amount to anything 
in the South—that as long as the people in the 
South have a recollection of the Force bill as 
a warning before them they will not break off 


their old party ties.

TOOK MR. WANAMAKERIN. 


HE TELLS OF HIS CONNECTION WITH 
THE KEYSTONE BANK. 


The Post master-General Effectually Refutes 
the Efferts of His Enemies to Smirch 
His Reputation by Showing That the 
Relations of His Firm Were of au Or- 
dinary Business Character and That His 
Confidence in the Institution’s Officers 
Had Been Grossly Abused. 

Puitapetrata, Pa., June 8.—[Special.]— 
After being attacked from all quarters regard- 
ing his connection with the defunct Keystone 
Bank Postmaster-General Wanamaker today 
went before the City Council Investigating 
Committee and made astatement. The state- 
ment was thorough and took up his connec- 
tion with the bank in all its details. In his 
statement the Postmaster-General said: 

The firm of John Wanamaker had an ac- 
count with the Keystone Bank. On this ac- 
count the checks of the firm were drawn. The 
firm account, by arrangement with the bank, 
was made responsible for Mrs. Wanamaker's 
checks upon the bank, which for convenience 
were kept in a separate account. It was sub- 
stantially one acceunt under two heads. 
Mrs. Wanamaker’s account could not be 
overdrawn, while the firm account. had a bal- 
ance to ite credit. | 

Though our confidence at the time of the 
run in December was unshaken as business- 
men it was, of course, more or less impaired 
after the run. We kept up our deposits 
straight through the panic, as appears from 
the following table taken from our deposit 
books: 

‘Deposited in Keystone Bank in November, $386,- 
899.32; deposited.in Keystone bank in December, 
$384,088.02; deposited in Keystone Bank in Janua- 
ry, $240,444.13; deposited in Keystone Bank in 
February, $168,133.55 ; deposited in Keystone Bank 
up to March 20. the date of closing. $84,331.77. 
Total, $1,263,896.79. 

Explaining His Discounts. 

J have not been activein my mercantile 
business since March, 1889, and know but lit- 
tle of the details. From the best information 
I have the highest amount of single-name 
paper was $50,000, up to February, 1890. 
In February, 1890, in addition to this I had 
a discount of $50,000 for five months, which 
was understood to be personal to me indi- 
vidually at the time I received it. Any dis- 
counts beyond this are not properly chargea- 
ble to our account, and may arise from the 
following circumstances: 

On one occasion Mr. Marsh called on us 
without solicitation, saying that he wanted 
$60,000 of our paper, not for the Keystone 
Bank, but, as we understood, for country 
banks or other of the bank’s correspondents. 
We gave it to him. For some time we 
pressed the bank to turn over the 
proceeds, and finally got them by 
piecemeal, Before this paper was 
paid we learned that it was in 
the Keystone Bank, and we had an intimation 
that it had been secured from us under some 
pressure for use at the clearing house. For 
these loans we paid 6 per cent. interest, and 
they were all paid off as they became due. I 
did not know that my brother had entered 
bail for Mr. Marsh until Iread the factin the 
newspapers while in the West travaling.“ 

The Deal in Reading Railway. 

Concerning the bogus stock, Mr. Wana- 
maker said he thought John C. Lucaa, the 
former President of the bank, was a rich 
man, and asked him to go into a deal on 
Reading railroad stock. Mr. Wanamaker said: 

“The agreement between us was verbal and 
to this effect, that Mr. Lucas was to per- 
sonally supply certain sums of money, as I 
called for them, and deposit the same to my 


personal account in the Keystone Bank. In 


accordance with that agreement from time to 
time I drew checks on that account to the ex- 
tent of about $60,000 against the money 
which I believed was deposited by him, as 
per understanding. Upon several occa- 
sions when I notified Mr. Lucas that under 
our agreement money was needed he brought 
me stock of the Keystone Bank, which he re- 
quested me to use in lieu of the money, as it 
was not convenient for him to furnish cash at 
the time. As a result, when he died I had in 
my possession 2,515 shares of the Keystone 
Bank, so received by me from him. 

„After his death I found that he had not 
made the deposits io my credit, as he agreed, 
and that my account stood overdrawn. When 
I discovered this I could not find any explana- 
tion, and attributed it to some oversight. I 
immediately’ made the account good by 
closing it with - commercial paper re- 
ceived in my business, which was all 
duly paid. Mr. Lucas, therefore, did 
not in reality furnished a penny to me for the 
purchase of the Reading stock that I hold, 
and all I had for his share in the operation 
was the certificates of stock of the Keystone 
Bank left with me as collateral. 

Found His Stock Was Worthless. 


“Theld this bank stock subject to an ad- 
justment of the account, and Mr. Marsh and 
Mrs. Lucas called on me in relation to it, but 
no settlement was made, though the former 
was very urgent. No intimation was given 
that the stock was irregularly issued until Mr. 
Marsh shortly after the run on the bank in 
December last called it in question and de- 
sired to nave the stock returned to the bank. 

„This I declined to do, first, pecause I had 
not obtained it from the bank, but from John 
C. Lucas individually as his private property ; 
secondly, because I did not believe the 
stock in my possession was overissued, and 
no proofs were ever offered that such 
was the case; and thirdly, because I was by no 
means certain that if the stock was over- 
issued as stated my title against the bank 
would be in any way affected. I simply con- 
sidered the statement as an extreme effort 
to get possession of the stock which 
I felt justly entitled to retain. I maintained 
this position until the bank was closed, and 
then, recognizing that the stock had no mon- 
eyed value and being further assured that if it 
was surrendered to the Lucas estate it would 
help in the rehabilitation of the bank, I saw 
nothing to be gained by retaining it and 
thereupon surrendered it when it was re- 
quested. 

About 8 o’clock the night preceding the 
day the bank closed Mr. Marsh called on me 
in Washington to say that he had been to the 
Controller and informed him of his doubt 
about the stock and asked me whether I could 
in any way help the bank. I said ‘No’ and 
the interview closed in three minutes. I had 
no communication with a living being be- 
tween that time and the closing of the bank.“ 

In an exhaustive cross-examination Mr. 
Wanamaker said that the stock had been 
bought at about $22 per share and that Lucas 
had advanced, as he supposed, $1,000,000 as 
his share of the deal, as so represented by the 
2,515 shares of stock. When Lucas died Wan- 
amaker shouldered the entire responsibility. 
It is said that he is carrying a good part of 
the stock today, which is worth $15, 

Mr. Drew Gives His Testimony. 

Bank Examiner Drew in his testimony said 
that the now fugitive President of the bank 
(Marsh) had first told him of the overissued 
stock and that he told Marsh it must be re- 
turned. This took two weeks, which Mr. 
Drew explained by saying that much time

$120,000 in money, $770,000 in bills receivable, 
for which he allows a shrinkage of $170,000, 
and property at Sea Girt and Spring Lake 
variously estimated to be worth from $500,000 
to $800,000.

EXAMINER DREW MUST EXPLAIN, 
His Conduct in Relation to the Keystone 
Bank’s Affairs Not Satisfactory. 

Wasuineton, D. C., e 8.— [Special. — 
The Treasury Department is not likely to take 
any further action in regard to the Keystone 
Bank at Philadelphia until the local investi- 
gation is ended and Postmaster General Wan- 
amaker has made his statement. The Treas- 
ury Department apparently is not satisfied 
with Bank Examiner Drew's explanation of 
his failure to know more of the rotten condi- 
tion of the bank. It is unflerstood that there 
is an issue between the Cqutroller of the Cur- 
rency and Mr. Drew as the time when the 
latter informed the depattment of the condi- 
tion of the Keystone Bank. The first formal 
report in which it is set forth that the accounts 
of the bank balance, but ezplaining that there 
had been a deficiency $600,000 settled by 
the Lucas estate with Drew, was made 
Jan. 24 and received the th, but it is under- 
stocd that Mr. Drew claims that he informed 
the Controller fully as to conditions of the 
bank by private letter and telegrams ‘before 
this report was made. : 

The President had a comference today with 
Secretary Foster and C lier Lacey in re- 
gard to the case of the Keystone Bank, as a 
result of which he dictated a letter to Mayor 
Stuart acknowledging the receipt of the reso- 
lutions of the Common Council calling for a 
governmental investigation of the bank 
and saying that he will facilitate a thorough 
examination of the affairs of the bank to the 
full extent of his powers, and will see that any 
officer of the government found guilty of 
wrongdoing in this connection is held to a 
strict accountability for his action. 


HORRIBLE BUTCHERY IN PORT AU PRINCE 


Hundreds of Alleged Insurgents Slaugh- 
tered by Hippolyte’s Soldiers. 

Port au Prince, June 1.—The massacre of 
St. Bartholomew sinks into insignificance be- 
side the scenes enacted here in the last few 
days. 

For the last two or three weeks there have 
been rumors that a revolution against Hip- 
polyte was imminent in this capital, and 
these having reached the ears of the Chief 
Executive he caused the arrest of about 
eighty suspected persons, dragged them from 
their homes, and put them in irons in prison. 

Among the suspected wd a Gen. Sully, who, 
hearing he was wanted, hid himself. Failing 
to secure the General himself, his wife was 
taken instead and thrown into prison. The 
outbreak of the rebels occurred Thursday, 
May 28. While President Hippolyte was at- 
tending church a former Cabinet Minister, at 
the head of eihty followers, all well armed, 
stormed the prison and released 200 political 
and other prisoners. The released prisoners 
were provided with arms and when Hippo- 
lyte’s troops arrived on the scene there was a 
bloody battle. 
would be shot down by some of the rebels if 
he appeared on the street, remained in the 
church all day guarded by soldiers. 

He called out the reserve militia and the 
rebels were soon routed. The leader of the 
rebels, the former Cabinet Minister, was capt- 
ured and shot at once. 

By night of Thursday forty of the rebels 
had been captured and put todeath. Others 
were captured and shot Friday, Saturday, and 
Sunday. Every man suspected of being in 
sympathy with the insurgents was put to 
death without trial as soon ascaptured. Most 
of the 200 prisoners released from jail by the 
insurgents were recaptured and shot. 

The outbreak seemed to have been precipi- 
tated by the killing of Ernst Rigaud, the larg- 
est merchant at Port au Prince, by order of 
President Hippolyte. Regaud, who alleged he 
was a French subject, had been in Paris some 
time and had only recently returned to Hayti. 
Ex-President Legitime is in Paris and 
is supposed to be in secret communication 
with his sympathizers in Hayti. Rigaud was 
suspected of being in sympathy with the Leg- 
itime party and of aiding them. It was be- 
lieved that he had brought from Paris a cargo 
of arms for the rebels. 

Thursday morning, May 28, President Hip- 
polyte went to the house of Rigaud, followed 
by a detachment of soldiers. e soldiers 
remained outside while the President entered 
alone. He asked the merchant if he did not 
have guns concealed in the house. 

The merchant replied that he had no guns 
concealed anywhere, but it is said he insulted 
Hippolyte and ordered him out of the house. 
Putting his hand on Rigaud’s shoulder, the 
President said: Come with me.“ They left 
the house together and stepped out in front 
of the waiting soldiers. Without another 
word to Rigaud Hippolyte stepped aside and 
gave the order to fire. : 

The soldiers raised their guns and tired a 
volley into the body of the rich merchant. 
He fell dead in front of his house. Hippolyte 
no doubt thought this would frighten the 
friends of Legitime who contemplated an 
outbreak, but it seems to have roused them to 
fury, and the attack on the prison and release 
ot the political prisoners followed in a few 
hours. 

About the same time Alexis Rossignol, an 
inoffensive and much esteemed man, was exe- 
cuted in the streets; another man was put up 
against the cathedral wall and shot; seventeen 
were executed in a batch. It is impossible to 
enumerate in detail all the murders that have 
been perpetrated under the color of law. It 
is estimated from May 28 to June 1 300 per- 
sons have been put to death.

At the meeting of the City Couneil last 
night Ald. Haynes offered a resolution pre- 
ceded by a long preamblesetting forth thatthe 
Mayor had stated that he did not care to preside 
over the meetings of the Council because it was 
distasteful to him and alleging that his Honor 
had said the Council was a bear-garden.

“Then I move,” continued Ald. Cullerton, 
that the rules be suspended in order that 
the resolution may be placed on file. It is 
not only an insult to the Mayor, but is an in- 
sult to the Council.” 

The motion was carried, the only negative 
vote being that of Ald. Haynes. The resolu- 
tion was then placed on file.

draft two ordinances. One will provide that 
every milk dealer, in order to do business in 
Chicago, must file a certificate with the 
Health Department that the cowa of the man 


from whom he buys his milk have been ex- 


amined by a State veterinarian and are free 
from tuberculous or other infectious diseases. 
The other will provide that all milk must be 
of a certain ard and will also provide for 
a number of inspectors, whose duty it will be 
to examine the milk on its arrival in the city. 
_ “There is too much adulteration going on 
in this city,” said Dr. Ware after the confer- 
ence, ‘“* people of Chic have been 
up with too much, and I under- 
stand that a large number of the dealers favor 
some such ordinance. Other cities have a 
regular system of milk ins ion and a 
standard. We cannot do anything without a 
standard, There is no doubt that a great deal 
of the mortality in childhood is due to adul- 
teration and the fact that the milk often comes 
from diseased cows. Milk should yield on 
analysis not less than 13 per cent of milk sol- 
ids nor less than 93-10 per cent milk solids, 
exclusive of fat, exceptadu the months of 
May and June, when it should contain not less 
than 12 per cent milk solids. The inspectors, 
if the ordinance is passed by the Council, will 
be given an instrument with which to make 
the test, and will have authority to test milk 
wherever they find it for sale. If the milk 
does not come up to the standard it will be 
emptied into the sewer, and the dealer will be 
refused the privilege of selling milk here.“ 

Chic milk dealers are inclined to laugh 
at the bill introduced in the House by Repre- 
sentative Donnelly providing for the giving of 
a bond in the sum of $2,000 to be approved by 
the Judge of the County Court as surety “ for 
the faithful performance by such milk dealer 
of his duty as such and his full and unreserved 
compliance with this act and all other laws of 
this State with relation thereto, and also for 
the payment of any and all sums that may be 
due from such milk dealer on account of 
milk purchased or received by him on credit.“ 
only effect the passing of such a 
measure would have, said a member of the 
Bowen Dairy company, would be to drive 
the small dealers from the field and leave the 
larger ones in practical possession. It seems 
to me that a more insane measure was never 
presented in a law-making body.“ 

The Chic Milk Dealers’ Association has 
evoived a plan which it hopes to carry into 
execution. The scheme is to petition the City 
Council to pass an ordinance prohibiting tne 
delivery of milk after 1 p. m. Circulars have 
been sent to all the city milk dealers asking 
them to attend a mass-meeting at No. 10 
North Clinton street to discuss the matter. 


FITNESS AND NOT POPULARITY. 


Regulations Under Which Militia Promo- 
tions Will Hereafter Be Made. 

The commission of First Regiment, I. N. G., 
officers appointed by Gov. Fifer to conduct 
the examination of persons desiring to be put 
on the list for promotion met at the armory 
last night, adjourning to the call uf the Presi- 
dent, to give time to prepare a list of ques- 
tions to be asked the applicants. The officers 
selected to conduct the examination are Majs. 
Taylor E. Brown, Elliott Durand, and J. B. 
Sanborn, the first-named being President be- 
cause he is the ranking officer. Only two ap- 
plicants for examination have sent their names 
to the Governor, Sergt. Harry M. Culver and 
Private Morton T. Culver, both of Company 
G, First Infantry. 

is is the first examination for officers 
under therule formulated by the Governor 
six months ago. The plan of holding exam- 
inations to determine the fitness of soldiers 
for commissions was originated by Chicago 
militia officers, and it is intended to prevent 
favoritism and reward merit so far as is pos- 
sible. Hitherto it has been customary for the 
various companies to request authority from 
the Governor, who is Commander-in-Chief of 
the State National Guard, to hold elections to 
fill any vacancy occurring in its list of officers. 
This authority was always given, and except 
for extraordinary reasons the persons elected 
to fill the vacancies were always given com- 


missions. 

The result of this rule has been the occa- 
sional selection of persons wholly unfit for the 
duties of commanding men because of their 
personal popularity or an extra long pocket- 
book. Under this rule, requiring examinations 
after the officer’s appointment, he is ordered 
before the examining commission, and if he 
fails to pass satisfactorily the Governor will 
revoke his commission. Members of the com- 

any in the ranks and nor-commissioned of- 
— may apply for examination and if they 
pass satisfactorily they are given certificates 
by the Governor, which amounts practically 
to abrevet. Similar examinations are pfo- 
vided for privates who desire to be on the 
list for corporals and sergeants. his is in- 
tended to prevent favoritism on the part of 
the Captains in the appointment of these offl- 
cers. 


PRESIDENT LYMAN IS SATISFIED. 


He Highly Compliments the Conduct of 
Chicago Postal Affairs. 

The Hon. Charles Lyman, President of the 
Board of Civil-Service Commissioners, has 
been in the city several days inspecting the 
records and general work of the local boards 
of civil-service examiners, and his conclusions, 
expressed yesterday to a TrisuNz reporter, 
were of a character complimentary to Collect- 
or Clark, Postmaster Sexton, and the local 
examining boards. He found the law and the 
rules and regulations governing the civil serv- 
ice observed in their spirit as well as letter in 
the Government Building, and that the books 
and other records were faithfully and intelli- 
gently kept. 

Mr. Lyman in his tour through the Govern- 
ment Building was — — with its rickety, 
cramped, — generally unhealthy condit, on. 
He said yesterday that the basement of the 
Postoffice department was unfit for employés 
to work in; it was. in fact, from a sanitary 
point of view, little better than asewer. He 
was also astonished at the limited and entirely 
inadequate accommodations for the immense 
business transacted in the Postoffice, and said 
the man who could successfully carry on the 
institution under the present disadvantages 
must have a genius for business.

IN THE HANDS OF A RECEIVER. 


The Affairs of the Northwestern Rubber 
Company to Be Wound Up. 

Edgar Whitehead was yesterday appointed 
receiver of the Northwestern Rubber company, 
a concern which did business in a large store 
at No. 141 Lake street, with a branch on State 
street. Mr. Whitehead gave a bond of $120,- 
000 and the company will be dissolved and the 
concern sold out. 

The Northwestern Rubber company was 
considered to be doing a good business in the 
sale of rubber goods, leather belting, brass 
goods, and fire department supplies until, June 
4, Mrs. Anna W. Baird of Pennsylvania filed a 
a bill for a receiver in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. The bill stated that the company 
was organized in 1889, the capital 
stock being $100,000, 1,000 shares of $100 each. 
Joseph Whitehead secured 490, Thomas A. 
Bell 490, and the remainder was given to Ed- 
gar Whitehead and R. T. Whelpley, but sub- 
sequently Whitehead and Bell secured all the 
stock, hav 500 shares each. The complain- 
ant alleged that she held Whitehead’s stock, 
having advanced over $650,000 on it, which 
amount was due hér. The company, she said, 
was insolvent and owed $108,000 in addition 
to the capital stock and notes for $11,000 due 
— month preceding the time the bill was

THE LATE SIR JOHN MACDONALD’S NA- 
TIONAL POLICY. 
The all-controlling motive in the policy of 
the late Premier of Canada was the perma- 
nent isolation of the fringe of States on our 
Northern frontier, which naturally belong to 
the American Onion, and the cementing of 
the alliance of Canada and Great Britain. To 
this end he devoted fora third of a century 
all his remarkable personal energy and polit- 
ical astuteness. All his military measures 
looked towards the upbuilding of a powerful 
ally for England, which should bea menace 
to usin caseof any future difficulty with 
Great Britain. He improved great harbors 
as a shelter to British fleets; established naval 
stations; projected military railroad and cable 
lines; improved rivers and deepened, widened 
canals and locks; and crowned his career with 
his so-called national policy.“ which he 


| fondly hoped would make Canada commer- 


cially independent of this country and bind it 
more firmly to Britain, and render any future 
commercial or political union with the United 
States impossible. While his policy con- 
templated the erection of a strong pro-British 
nation along our border, it also looked to 
keeping the tier of Statesto the north of our 
half a dozen tiers forever outside the Ameri- 
can National sphere. He contributed niore 
than any score of Canadian politicians to fos- 
tering an alien feeling towards this Republic. 
This is what Sir John Macdonald labored 
successfully to do. In view of his unex- 
pected death and the difficulty of finding 
any one politically strong enough to 
continue his anti-American policy, the sugges- 
tion naturally enough occurs what he might 
have done had he in 1854, when the one-sided 
reciprocity treaty was negotiated, thrown his 
influence so as to make that agreement in- 
clude not only raw materials but manufact- 


covered the products of the factory and 
forge, as well as of the farm, forest, and 
fishery, the relations between the two coun- 
tries at this time would have been very much 
more intimate and both would have enjoyed a 
larger measure of prosperity, Canada much 
the larger of the two. That period of twelve 
years, covering the period of the limited reci- 
procity treaty, is now looked upon by the 
Canadians with fond regrets, for it was a 
period during which they enjoyed prosperity. 
If the reciprocity had been complete and un- 
limited, and not jug-handled, that pros- 
perity would have continued to the present 
time, and in all their interests, commercial, 
industrial, agricultural, transportation, bank- 
ing, they would have been at one with the re- 
mainder of the confinent. But Sir John Mac- 
donald didn’t want commercial union; he 
feared it would be a stepping-stone to politic- 
al union; he disliked the people and institu- 
tions of his southern neighbors and wanted no 
closer relations with them as a market for 
Canadian surplus raw products. In any 
event, he always treated the Yankees”’ as if 
they were an overreaching, money-grasping 
people to be ‘avoided; as a people who had 
more care for worldly than for spiritual 
things; a turbulent, immoral democracy, with 
whom moral Canadians could have no sym- 
pathy or touch without contamination. 

But whatever Sir John has done or has not 
done he has gone and is now past doing any- 
thing more. Probably for a year or two to 
come his policy will be stronger with its au- 
thor in the grave than it would be were he liv- 
ing. The halo of his death will be thrown 
about it. It will be regarded as his last will

That monopoly has existed long enough, and 
it is the only thing that stands in the way of 
great prosperity to the people. They have 
fine crop’ prospects.

It is that knowl- 
edge, with the petty jealousy which springs 
from it in the breast of a mean man, that bas 
caused New York to take sucha hostile posi- 
tion with regard to the World’s Fair, not only 
refusing to make an appropriation for the 
purpose of being duly represented here, but 
sneering at the movement and doing its worst 
to make the people of the Old World believe 
the Fair will be a failure. It is not a chivalrous 
or brave feeling but a cowardly one; which 
none could entertain and perform unless en- 
vious to tegm with, and then stimulated by a 
conviction that there was something in the 
rivalry to be afraid of. That attitude will 
not do the people or the trade of Manhattan 
Island any good. Snarling and growling in 
the hope of preventing this city from reaping 
a benefit and enjoying a distinction it could 
not secure for itself is not the way to com- 
mend that place to the good graces of the 
business community East or West. On the 
contrary, it will powerfully tend to hasten the 
inevitable transfer of the commercial focus of 
the commerce of this continent from the vi- 
cinity of Sandy Hook to the head of Lake 
Michigan. : , 


THE TILDEN WILL CASE AND THE LAW’S 
DELAYS. 4 5 

Samuel J. Tilden died in August, 1886, near- 
ly five years ago, and the New York Court of 
Appeals is listening now to elaborate argu- 
ments as to the validity of his will, especially 
his bequest for a public library for the City of 
New York. The delay in the decision of the 
case is due entirely to the system, carried to 
perfection in New York, of a number of inter- 
mediate courte of delay, which can decide 
nothing finally, but through which all litiga- 
tion must pass to the great protit of lawyers 
and court officers only. 

The dispute regarding the soundness of this 
will was heard first before one of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, whose decision could 
not be final. Why was it tried there? Then 
it was heard before three of them, whose de- 
cision could not be final. Why did it go be- 
fore them? Then it was carried to the high- 
est court—the Court of Appeals—and is being 
heard now before the second division of that tri- 
bunal, composed of the lower Supreme Court 
Judges, detailed to assist the overworked 
Judges of the high court of last resort. This 
multiplicity of hearings of a case is a good 
thing for the lawyers and feed clerks and type- 
writers of course. The estateis a large one 
and it affords fat fees. And itis because the 
lawyers are thus benefited that they use all 
their influence in the Legislature to prevent 
any simplification of practice of appeals and 
trials that cannot decide, and the abolition of 
legal toll-houses. 5 

Men whose minds are not warped by their 
personal interests have been unable for a 
long time to see why cases should go to 
intermediate courts which can decide noth- 
ing. They could see the necessity of having 
a superior tribunal to review the law as laid 
down by the trial courts so that there should 
be uniformity throughout the State, and that 
there might not be one rule at the east end of 


| and demagogy of olfice-secking politicians, 


which, though of mushroom growth, is not 
likely to end till after it has wrought infinite 
derangement and mischief. 

European capitalists who have money in- 
vested in this country know very well that 
payment to them in free coinage silver dollars 
would mean a loss of some 25 per cent of their 
funds, because the silver would have to be ex- 
changed for gold to be sent back across the 
Atlantic. Capitalists here are equally well 
aware that free coinage of silver would soon 
put the silver dollar down to its mere bullion 
value, as it is impossible for this country 
alone to lift the silver bullion of the whole 
world to parity with gold, and that with one 
of such dollars they could only buy three- 
quarters as much as could be purchased for a 
dollar in gold. The officers of trust compa- 
nies who have estates of heirs committed to 
them for care and investment are naturally 
anxious to do nothing to impair the value of 
what has been placed in their charge. 
Hence all these are disposed to insist 
on agreements which will prevent loss by 
the demagogue intention to open the mints to 
the free coinage of the world’s silver. They 
have consulted legal counsel in regard to de- 
cisions by the Supreme Court of the United 
States that government notes and silver shall 
be taken in payment of all debts, public and 
private. They have been advised that such de- 
cisions do not affect others which have been 
delivered in special contracts to the effect that 
where specific commodities are the considera- 
tion for the performance of a contract then 
payment can be made in those commodities. 
In deference to this investors or their agents 
are now framing the contract so as to specify 
that the obligation shali be discharged in a 
certain amount of gold coin of the same fine- 
ness and weight as is the same amount of 
gold coin currentat the time the said obliga- 
tion is entered into. 

The general adoption of this rule would go 
far to take away the great margin of dishonest 
profit which many debtors expect to reap by 
the passage of a free coinage act. It would 
cover a considerable percentage of the present 
indebtedness in the United States by the time 
such a bill could becomea law. Then the 
howlers for “cheap money would find that 
the money-lenders had secured themselves 
from the threatened loss, and the speculators 
had absorbed all other possible profit from the 
arrangement, leaving the Alliance men with 
nothing but the husk of “* cheap money,“ with 
a proportionate reduced power to purchase all 
they want to buy. This is a sorry gain to be 
the object of a big farmer movement and the 
platform for a third party. Truly may it be 
said the game would not be worth the powder 
required to bring it down. 


THE MUGWUMP VIEW OF THE MICHIGAN 
ELECTORAL CASE, 

The Legislature of Michigan has provided 
that the Presidential Electors of that State 
shall be chosen next year by districts—one 
each from the twelve Congressional districts, 
and the two Electors-at-Large by two great 
districts into which the State has 
been divided. A _ citizen of Michigan 
has printed an argument to the ef- 
fect that thie method of election is un- 
constitutional. Harper’s Weekly comes to 
the defense of the Legislature and ite law, 
pointing out by citations from Judge Story 
and reference to the practice of the past that 
this method of electioh by districts is of un- 
doubted legality. It then adds: 

One admirable practical reason for the change 
is that such a method of choice gives fuller ex- 
pression to the realsentiment of the people. It 
has, in kind, the same good reason as that of dis- 
trict election of State delegates to a party con- 
vention. In both cases the actual will of the 
voters is more accurately ascertained. 

This is a good illustration of the character- 
istically mugwump fashion of suppressing the 
truth and suggesting the opposite. [he ‘‘ prac- 
tical reason“ for the Michigan change was this:

Supreme Court will materially lessen the 
work of that overworked, clogged-up body, 
by leaving a number of subjects to be passed 
on finally by the new Courts of Appeals.

The New York Court of Appeals is over- 
worked because it has to pass on everything.

Nearly all of them con- 
template an increase in the number of Judges 
because that would give office to more law- 
yers. The simpler, cheaper plan of giving the 
Judges of the wrongly-called ‘“ Supreme 
Court“ final jurisdiction in certain cases and 
thus diminishing the amount of appealable 
business has few friends at the bar. It is the 
most business-like proposition. Its adoption 
would save enormous time and money. But 
it would interfere with the vested right of the 
New York lawyer to skin his client several 
times in éach case between the beginning of a 
suit and its termination. Hence they will 
not permit of the adoption of such a reform, 
which enly benefits clients and the public. 


CONTRACTS ON A GOLD BASIS. 

Within the last few weeks several of the lead- 
ing trust companies and capitalists at the East 
have taken the position that they will lend no 
more money on mortgages unless on a con- 
tract of gold repayment. The terms they will 
insist on are that the obligation entered into 
shall be paid at maturity in as good money 
as the borrower receives, and that means gold 
coin; and that the interest accruing from 
time to time shall also be paid in the same 
kind of money. 

It is reported that requests for renewal have 
been made on the great majority of the West- 
ern mortgages that fell due at the East within 
the last three months, and that in almost 
every instance the request has been met by a 
flat refusal unless the mortgageor would agree 
to pay both principal and interest in gold coin 
“of current weight and fineness.’’ He ob- 
tained the equivalent of gold when he made 
the debt and should repay in as good money as 
he got. |

lending money appear to have arrived at the 
conclusion that it is extremely probable the 
craze for free silver coinage will result in 
some legislation to replace the gold standard 
with 75-cent stumptail silver within the next 
year.

The practical reason for making this 
change was the reason of a thief, eager to 
steal something which he knew he could not 
get honestly. And the paper which defends 
such legislation and talks about its constitu- 
tionality, while shutting its eyes to its immor- 
ality, is the advocate Of athievish trick in 
politics, If Michigan were deciding this year 
for the first time, in common with other 
States, how tochoose Presidential Electors one 
method would be as unobjectionable as an- 
other. Whether it was decided that they 
should be elected by the State at large, by 
districts, or by the Legislature, there would be 
no ground for faultfinding. But for thirty 
years they have been chosen in all the States 
in the same way—bya general vote. After 
experience of a hundred years it has seemed 
best that the majority in the State as a whole 
should have all the Electors. Certainly it re- 
moves a great part of the temptation to gerry- 
mander districts. 

The Michigan Democrats have seen fit to 
violate that unwritten law, and to adopt a 
system differing ‘rom that of forty-three other 
States, in order to grab a special political 
advantage to which they were not entitled— 
not to give fuller expression to the real senti- 
ment of the people. It is the dishonest sup- 
pression of this fact which is the exasperating 
offense of Harpers Weekly.

IMPROVED CONDITION OF IRELAND. 


About Borrowing 150 Millien Dollars of 
British Money to Buy Out Landlords. 
Loxnpox, June 6.— [Special to New York 
Tribune. ]—It seems probable that Mr. Bal- 
four’s statements Wednesday touching the 
present condition of Ireland may be received 
in America with surprise, perhaps—though 
they cannot be denied—with incredulity. 
He says, for example, that while the number 
of persons imprisoned in Ireland for offenses 
under the ordinary law exceeds 3, 000, the 
whole number imprisoned for offenses under 
the Crimes act does not exceed twenty-one. 
Yet I suppose that Ireland appears now, as in 
times past, to the American mind, as groan- 
ing under English tyranny. The 8 can- 
not be very loud, when out of nearly 5,000,000 
of ple only twenty-one are actually in jail 
under what is called the Coercion act. 
Nor is this all. So great is the im- 
provement in the condition of Ireland that 
coercion itself is about to be suspended, ex- 
cept possibly in one county, and in a few scat- 
tered districts where perfect order has not 
yet been restored. This is the country in 
which Sir George Trevelyan a few years since 
declared that the game of law and order was 
up; but it appears that it is the game of dis- 
order which is up. Even the plan of cam- 
paign has not much life left in it. The ashes 
of it smolder, says Mr. Balfour, in perhaps 
one county and a few baronies, the same, it 
may be presum where coercion i still 
thought needful. much for five years of 
firm, intelligent rule by a man who knows the 
people he has to govern, knows his own mind, 
and knows how to make his will respected.

000,000 sterling ($150,000,000) which the Land 
Purchase bill pours into the Irish lap? Or, 
does anybody suppose that an English Parlia- 
ment would advance that sum, or any sum, 
were an Irish Parliament established on Col- 
lege Green? The failure of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Land bill, offered as one item of the home-

Reputation—Hints as to Other Scandals 
Back of Gambling—Nebody Seems to

ess. I doubt if an in 

Prince’s whole career has hurt him so much 
in public estimation as this. That the heir to 
the English throne,a man who has a grand- 
child, should ask to have a thousand-dollar 
limit game made up for him in which the 
majority of the male players were youngsters, 
when he knew his host had forbidden the 
game on the very account of these young men, 
seems really too bad for even the sporting 
classes to stomach. : 

Beyond a resolution condemning him, passed 
by the South Wales Wesleyan conference yes- 
terday, no public comment as yet has been 
offered on the unpleasant part the Prince has 
played. The English papers carry conserva- 
tism to the extreme limit in abstaining from 
expressions of opinion while the case is beir 
tried; but by this time next week enough w 
have been said to make up for the present 
silence. 

The hostile criticism will be by no means 
confined to religious or strict people who 
object on principle to card-play for 
money; they ve had their opinion of the 
Prince for many years back. It will come in 
a most damaging form from the great bulk of 
the professional and mervantile classes of a 
well-to-do, easy-going sort, who heretofore 
had cherished a considerable liking for the 
Prince on the theory that he was a good fel- 
low. They would tell you by tensof thou- 
sands today that the Tranby Croft business 
has knocked that theory endwise. This large 
elass it was which served as a foundation for 
the general outside notion that the Prince 
was very popular in England. Without its 
friendship he will be in.a totally different po- 
sition. 

There are not lacking rumors, both inside 
the law court and out, that other and graver 
scandals lie hidden beneath the surface of this 
unsavory case. One of Sir William Gordon- 
Cumming’s lawyers, Mr. Gill, boldly suggested 
as much to the jury the other day to the in- 
tense indignation of Lord Coleridge, who yes- 
terday exacted an apology in court.

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PAUPERS AND o 4 FROM EUROPE. 


A Rascally Outrage on This Country—Our 
Duty Is Plain. 

New York Times: In the last seven years 

there have been found jin the asylums and 

almshouses of this State and sent back to their 


homes in Europe 1,374: lunatics, idiots, or 


otherwise disabled paupers who had been 
shipped to this country by associations, cities, 
or towns that sought in this way to avoid the 
expense of supporting them. 

Thus far there has been obtained by officers 
of the National Government only a little evi- 
dence relating to the shipment of such persons 
to this country, but the proof collected by the 
officers of this State is ample and convincing 
with respect to those whom they have detected 
and removed. There are, however, in the re- 
ports of Federal officers some interesting and 
suggestive statements which should serve as 
a basis for careful inquiry hereafter. Last 

ear Mr. F. L. Dingley, an agent of the 

tate Department, made an investigation in 
Europe concerning emi ion to this coun- 
try, and several passages in his reports relate 
to the shipment of paupefts and other undesir- 
able persons to America Much of the in- 
formation which he o ed was furnished 
by middlemen in stimulating emi- 
gration or by Americans feriding abroad. The 
names of these informants are not disclosed. 

It appears to be the practice of authorities 
and associations in certain cities on the con- 
tinent to unload paupers and criminals upon 
the people of England. In on and Liver- 
pool there are agencies by which many of 
these persops are on to America. 
„Much ofthis wort emigration which 
floats into England uses England as a way 
station to a yet further pilgrimage which ends 
in New York, Philadelphi Itimere, or 
Boston. The 8 statement from the 
American Consul at Hamburg shows how 
some of these objectionable persons are car- 


ried over the first stage of their journey west- 


ward from the continent: 
I understand that the Hamburg have a 
contract with the vwners of Som steam- 
for a consideration of 10s 6d, take all 
alien paupers found wandering in tne streets of 
Hamburg to England, as this is cheaper and easier 
than to send them to America. 1 sup they 
prefer to rid themselves of people in this 
manner.

American residing in Hamburg says: 

I have reason to believe that the police ef Ham- 
burg have a standing contract with ships regu- 
larly leaving for English ports to ship German 

auperr. tramps, and other scum of German and 

uropean civilization to nd. The great 
question of modern government is: What shall 
we do with the criminal and 8 classes?“ 
You see how Hamburg solves the riddle. The 
Hamburg police don't give tramps and paupers 
from the interior or from other countries of 
ern Europe the slightest show in Hamburg. They 
don’t give them twenty-four hours to leave town, 
as some police judges do in the United States, 
but they lock them up on board ships bound for 
England, and in a few hours they are breathing 
the smoke of London, the fog ef Hull, or the 
cotch mist of Leith or Gl w.

An American residing in Bremen throws 
some light upon the assisted emigration of 
criminals: 

I know of one case where two ex-convicts were 
assisted to leave Germany foi the United States 
by a benevolent society, There are in every large 
German city societies to help ex-criminals to get 
anew start in the world. The United States 
Consul at Bremen detec one case where two 
convicts had a new outfit and tickets for New 
York furnished by a benevolent society. These 
men were returned to Germany, but probably 
they have since gone to New York by some other 
line. They are birds of prey: you may see m 
in new suite and new outfits, handbag, ete,, and 
generally they are tramps or ex-criminals who 
are being helped out of Europe, not by the gov- 
ernment, but by so-called benevolent societies. 
The time to ulate the emigrant is before he is 
an emigrant. A few examples at European docks 
would be very telling. for many objectionable 
persons are sent to the States by communities 
and cities as well as by societies. 

It is plain that by means of the contract 
shipment of paupers and tramps from Ham- 
burg and m other ways a large number of ob- 
jectionable emigrants from the continent are 
landed in England. Do they remain there? 
With respect to the course of the 
— movement of emigration from 

urope it may be noted that the homes 
of about one-third of those immigrants 
who have come in recent years to this country 
from British ports had been on the continent. 
As to the removal of paupers who have come 
to England from the continent an emigrant 
subagent in Liverpool says: 

There is a society in London, with branches in 
Liverpool, which gives assistance to get rid of 
European paupers or poor that might otherwise 
become a charge on English cities. 

The following statement is made by a vet- 
eran emigran mmer of Liverpool: 

I think that at least one hundred very objection- 
able emigrants leave Liverpool every week for 
New York. Some of these, and perhaps the most 
objectionable, are British paupers assisted by 
benevolent societies; sume of them are ex-con- 
victs, but the most of them are paupers from the 
continent—I mean persons without a cent of 
money or an outlook or trade or habita of indus 
try or of self-support.
